The Form also contains a statement reminding the applk^ant of his responsibility to record the substance of the interview. 

It is desireable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his obiigatkm to record the substance of the Interview In each case unless both applk^nt and 
examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the sut^stance of the interview, or when it is adequately recorded on the
